‘Phon-y Bills’ 
Arrive in Town

Pottstown businessmen beware! 
There’s a California outfit that is after your money 
through devious means. 
Operating from a postoffice box with no perm anent of­ 
fice, the organization is one of a host of similar agencies set 
up, primarily in California, to separate the unsuspecting from 
their cash. 
It operates just a hair inside the law, and is being in­ 
vestigated by the national Better Business Bureau, postal 
Authorities and the attorney general of California. 
This week the firm selected Pottstown area businessmen 
as its targets for the bonanza of checks it expects to receive. 
What makes the operation of the business questionable if 
that its solicitations are in the form of electronic data pro­ 
cessing cards which bear a marked resemblance to what one 
would imagine is a bill for advertising in the Yellow Pages 
of the Bell Telephone company directory. 


HOW IT WORKS 
The operation works like this: 
A business receives an envelope containing only the com­ 
puter card and nothing else. The card is standard size with 
square holes punched in It at irregular spots. 
In the upper left hand corner is a drawing of an open 
book, printed in yellow, bearing the wording “ Classified List­ 
ings.” 
To anyone who has used the Yellow Pages it looks re­ 
m arkably like the symbol used by the phone company to pro­ 
mote its famed means of advertising. 
If one turns to the Yellow Pages in any telephone direc­ 
tory, however, and compares the design on the card, a dif­ 
ference is noted.. But to those who don’t turn to the back, of 
a telephone directory it looks like the real thing. 
In big bold letters at the top is the instruction, “ Return 
this card with your check..” In the right hand corner is a 
dollar amount, the one obtained by The Mercury for this 
article contained the figure $67..00. 
Immediately under the amount is another direction, “ Pay 
this amount by Sept. 30, 1967, dosing date.” 
Further down on the right the recipient is told to “ Make 
check payable to Classified Advertising Publishers, Adver­ 
tising Office, P.O. Bo* 947, Tarzana. Calif.” 
In much sm aller print at the bottom, beginning at the 
bottom, beginning at the left, is a notation, “ This is a pro­ 
posal form and not a bill invoice or renewal.’* 
In the center of the front is the local firm ’s name, ad­ 
dress, Its phone number, and its business pursuit. 
If mailed to a firm with a busy office, handling and pay­ 
ing dozens of bills daily, there is no question, the form would 
be taken as a bill for advertising in the telephone company’s 
Yellow Pages, and a check sent to the California firm. 


NO CONNECTION WITH BELL 
William H. Cross, manager of the Pottstown area office 
of the Bell Telephone company, said the California agency 
has no connection with the phone company. 
“ From everything I can gather,” he said, “ these people 
•re operating within the law. But their card, by design, bears 
« striking resemblance to what people imagine the phone 
company would send out. 
“ I would like to warn all businessmen not to send any 
money when they receive a card of this type. It is not a 
phone company bill.” 
Cross said the telephone company bills tor businesses ad­ 
vertising in ifs Yellow Pages, are included in the regular 
phone bill. 
He said he knows of no case where an advertiser in the 
Yellow Pages is billed separately for the ad, or by the year. 
“ The real danger is that, if the recipient, is confused, he 
may mail a check without realizing it is not for his ad in the 
Yellow Pages,” said. Cross. 
If one realizes the mistake shortly after mailing the 
check it’s too late. A note on the back of the card states: 
An official of the Philadelphia Better Business Bureau 
said she had seen one of the advertising publications brought 
in, by a person, 'who had fallen for the resemblance to a tele­ 
phone company bill. 
“ There is no value at all in the publication,” she said, 
“ and anyone sending in their money for that is throwing it 
■way.” 
The official said her office has “ rafts and rafts” of com­ 
plaints from people who either have received the bills and 
became suspicious, or* from, those w h. o actually mailed 
checks. 
The Post Office department and the California attor­ 
ney general’s office is checking, she said, but each time a 
new law is enacted they change their operation slightly to 
conform. 
“ In cases where the law becomes too tough, they simply 
move to another state and set up again. At one time there 
were as many as 32 different agencies such, as this operating 
at one time, mostly from California.” 


FAMILIAR WITH COMPANY 
Eugene W. Patterson, executive director of the Greater 
Pottstown Area Chamber of Commerce since July 1, said 
he hasn't received any complaints in Pottstown yet, but add­ 
ed he was most fam iliar with the firm while he was in his 
form er post as executive director of a chamber of commerce 
in Laconia, N.H. 
“ Many people there were getting hit with this bill, as 
were people all over the east coast. The national Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau is investiga ling the operation and checking the 
legality of using the mails for this type solicitation,” he 
said. 
“ This type thing is most unfortunate, a lot innocent 
people are being taken in by it. I caution the public to read 
carefully anything received in the mail asking for money, 
and if they have any questions to call the Chamber office.” 
Cross said the telephone company’s legal department 
made an intensive investigation into the matter, including 
a possible infringement on copyright in connection with the 
use of the open book symbol, “ But it appears they are operat­ 
ing within the law.” 
The Mercury attempted to call the California firm., but 
learned there is no phone. Nor is there an office. 
An official of the Tarzana, Calif., Chamber of Commerce, 
located in the same community, said she knows of no one who 
has ever seen anyone who is connected with “ Classified Ad­ 
vertising Publishers.” 
Dorothy Christopher, secretary of the Chamber, which 
serves a community of 23,000 inside the corporate boundaries 
of Los Angeles, said her organization is well acquainted with 
the operation of the postoffice box holders, even if the ope­ 
rators themselves are not known. 


STACKS OF COMPLAINTS 
“ We have stacks and stacks of complaints mailed from 
all over the United States.” she said. “ We have been flooded 
with them, all protesting the methods used by Classified Ad­ 
vertising Publishers. Our heaviest days on receiving com­ 
plaints visually are around the first of the month.” 
She said also that the bills apparently are sent to every 
type business and profession, judging by the complaints. 
“We have been working with postal inspectors and in­ 
vestigators from the Better Business Bureau for several 
months, seeking to answer the question, ‘Are they breaking 
nv laws?* We haven't found out yet.” 
Taxes went up recently ih Pottstown. So, too, did the 
cost of living. Overhead for all business is on the rise and. 
for the unwitting, still a new item of unprofitable, unneeded 
and possibly illegal cost is .added. 
It’s the cost of advertising in some obscure “ business 
directory ” published by a California postoffi.ee box: holder 
when all along you thought you were paying for an ad in 
the “ Yellow Pages. In this case it wasn’t your fingers that 
did the walking, but your money.

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Flu Shots Needed 


Sever al years ago Pottotown was 
hit by a severe flu epidemic. Schools 
were closed, plants and factories were 
forced to cut production schedules be­ 
cause of II In. 


According to the American Medi­ 
cal Association News another epidemic 
is possible this year. 
It won’t be as 
bad as the one which to o k at le a st one 
local life In 1957 but it still will hit. 


The 
flu. 
although 
not 
usually 
fatal, does hit hard. 
Its victims suf­ 
fer for several days and are in a 
weakened condition for several weeks. 


But most flu can now be avoided. 


Physicians advise flu shots, early In 
the season. 


Local plant officials and govern­ 
ment officials should look into this 
now. Previously, Pottstown police re­ 
ceived this shot and the force was able 
to maintain its strength during the 
epidemic. 
Some local plants also 
made shot available to their employes. 


Shots were especially advised for 
the elderly and the young. 


Preventative medicine is the best 
medicine and it’d be better to feel the 
pinprick of a flu shot now than to be 
floored by the flu next Winter. 


Farm Output Up, Income Down 


The farm surplus problem seems 
to be back in business, after optimistic 
predictions a year ago that a hungry 
world could use everything U.S. farm­ 
ers raised. 


The new government report esti­ 
mates record corn, w heat and soybean 
harvests. 
With such prospects and 
declining exports, prices have been 
failing and farm income is likely to 
dip below last year. 


So 
a 
concerned 
administration 
wants 
legislation 
for 
strategic re­ 
serves of wheat, feed grains and soy­ 
beans. 
The secretary of agriculture 
would be authorized to buy these items 
at 115 percent of parity and sell them 
at 135 percent. 
The idea is that m ar­ 
ket prices would spurt at once. 


But some doubters fear that such 
a reserve would hang over the market 
and have a depressing effect upon 
prices in the future. 
They note that 
the secretary now has authority to sell 


government stocks at 115 percent of 
parity, so he could buy under the pro­ 
posed new law and sell at the same 
price under the old law. 


W hat grain men have suggested is 
that any reserve be insulated from, the 
market by setting a selling price much 
higher than the buying price. 
Even 
better, some of them say, would be a 
direct paym ent to farm ers if m arket 
prices are too low. 


Hindsight indicates that the De­ 
partment 
of 
Agriculture 
erred 
in 
boosting wheat acreage allotments by 
30 percent. 
And probably also in 
boosting feed grain allotments. 
But 
no one could foresee accurately that 
India and many other countries would 
need less, not more, of our commod­ 
ities. 


With war and urban projects tak­ 
ing such big bites out of the budget, 
substantial relief from Congress is 
unlkely. 
So the farm er seems due to 
take the rap.

Fascinating Animal Behavior 


The youngest of the sciences is 
called ethology. It is the study 
of animal behavior, 
and the 
word is only 22 years old. 
We 
have learned, a great deal from 
animals, birds and insects, but 
we have a long way to go. 
My 
dog Rocky walks up to a floor 
mirror and secs another dog. 
His eyes tell him that there is 
another dog, but. his nose tells 
him there isn’t. He believes his 
nose, and walks away. 
A tweedy zoologist friend of 
mine had an apartment in Cen­ 
tral Park South. New York, and 
he kept a pair of birds in a. big 
cage. The female, after mating, 
plucked reeds and twigs from 
the bottom of the cage and 
made a nest of intricate knots 
with a sailor’s hitch. The mo­ 
ment the babies were hatched, 
my friend freed the parents and 
watched 
the 
next 
generation 
grow up. These two had never 
seen a bird. At mating time, the 
female began to make the nest 
with the identical knots. 
It went on for five generations. 
Who taught her? Nobody. Then 
there must be something built 
into the brain called instinct. 
This is a weak word designed to 
cover a mystery. A newborn 
monkey, placed on the edge of 
a cliff, will back away in fright. 
Why? Who taught it the compo­ 
nents of danger? 


The black ant, to which 200 
yards may be a day’s travel, 
navigates by the sun. This can 
be proved by catching him on his 
way home, shielding the sun 
with an overhead screen, and 
placing a m irror so that light 
comes from a different direc­ 
tion. 
The 
ant will alter his 
course every time. 
With each 
step—if he has found food—he 
will leave a. slight odor so that 
all the ants in his particular col­ 
ony can find their way to the 
treasure. 
Birds, 
animals 
and 
insects 
appear to be governed by the 
instincts of hunger, sex drive, 
self-preservation and residence. 
The latter refers to an area 
which the animal regards be­ 
longing to him. To a bee, it may 
be one square mile, and. he will 
sting; an invader to death in that 
area. To a dog, it in ay be 50 
feet of front lawn. 
A domesticated dog may dis­ 
play 
“residence” 
by 
short 
squirts of urine on shrubs, trees 
and. poles within the area of his 
home. 
He will do this even if 
his owner threatens him with 
punishment. Instinct forces him 
to leave his odor around his 
residence so that other dogs, 
a pproa eh in g,. 
w i 11 
it nd erst a nd 
that this house is off-limits to 
them. 
The little white tern will, with­ 


out coaching, leave the Arctic 
wastes in Wister to fly 7500 
miles over the trackless Atlan­ 
tic to the floes of ice below 
Capetown, Africa, He averages 
25 miles an hour and must, keep 
his wings beating for 12 days 
without landfall, without food, 
and with nothing but celestial 
navigation to guide him. 
Professor S. A. Barnett of 
Glasgow University has studied, 
animal behavior for many years 
and he is not sure he knows 
“ why.” In his latest book, “ In­ 
stinct and Intelligence,” pub­ 
lished 
by 
Prentice-Hall, 
he 
opens a sensational world of 
animal 
observation. 
He 
tells 
about the neat female wasp, 
who will use a small pebble be­ 
tween her head and forelegs to 
iron, the wrinkles out of her nest. 
Some anim als and insects, es­ 
pecially those who live in colon­ 
ics. require the service of a dic­ 
tator. 
Among wolves, the male 
who stands stiff-legged with tail 
up is the boss. All other wolves, 
including males, must approach 
him 
with 
head 
down, 
knees 
tent, and tail dragging. 
The 
queen bee, while waiting for 
worker bees to fetch food, per­ 
mits young males to surround 
her and. fan her with whirring 
w ings. 
She wants the tempera­ 
ture of the nest to be within 
one-half degree of “ normal.”

Book, banning has been—and will be—an 
age old protest aired by citizens, parents, 
teachers and librarians everywhere. 
Whether the controversy is for or against 
banning a book, from the shelves of a public 
or school library, the m atter has time and 
again lent itself to heated arguments and 
aroused sensational publicity. 
What standards are used for the pur­ 
chase of a book for public use? And what 
guides do schools follow when choosing 
books for their pupils? 
Four years ago, when Phoenixville High 
school banned J. D. Salinger’s novel, “The 
Catcher in the Rye” from the school library 
shelves, the incident developed into an up­ 
roar. 
Words were bandied back and forth be­ 
tween the school administration and three 
teachers objecting to the school board de­ 
cision. The aftermath of the argument was 
the resignation of one teacher and the leav­ 
ing of the two others. 
Several pupils were picked up by police 
for taking part in the hanging of two effigies 
in. protest to the 'book ruling. 
The school board stood its ground, and 
to this day, the book can not be found on 
Phoenixville High school’s library shelves. 


ROBERTS HAS COPY 
The Owen J. Roberts High school library 
has a copy of the book for use by the sen­ 
ior high school pupils. 
Esther Clark, the school librarian, said 
the school policy is to choose books from 
lists put out by the American Library as­ 
sociation. 
“ We try to exercise good judgement in 
selecting books and have not had many 
complaints from parents on those their chil­ 
dren are bringing home. In several incidents 
Junior High school children have gotten a 
hold of books read by the older students 
and parents have come in to clarify the 
situation,” she said. 
“ Some teachers even recom.mend. ‘The 
Catcher in the Rye’ to mature students 
and they do reports on it. The students 
should be mature to try to tackle something 
like Salinger. Otherwise they can’t appre­ 
ciate him.” 
In October 1961, the controversial novel 
by Henry Miller, “ Tropic Of Cancer,” was 


banned in Pottstown a n. d 
Montgomery 
county by Harold W. Spencer, then district 
attorney. 
Describing the book as a “ crass example 
of filth and a cesspool of corruption,” Spen­ 
cer directed police to advise all outlets to 
stop selling the book immediately and to ar­ 
rest those that refused. 
The book was banned under a State act 
outlawing 
lewd, 
lascivious 
and 
obscene 
reading, m atter to reach the hands of the 
public. 
In 1965, the Supreme Court of the United 
States, lifted the charge against “Tropic of 
Cancer” and the book was placed back on 
the shelves of stores in Pottstown and other 
areas. 
The Pottstown Public library says books 
on its shelves are those requested by the 
public and those from the national best sell­ 
er list. 
Assistant Librarian Freda Gloss said 
that if no one requests a book and it has re­ 
ceived poor reviews, it is not purchased. 


WASTE OF MONEY 
“ If a book has not been requested and 
has not been on the best sellers list there is 
no use wasting the tax payers money buying 
it,” she said. 
Four adult books are kept behind the 
desk to prevent teenagers from, picking it 
up by m istake and reading it. The books, 
all by Henry Miller, are recorded in the 
card catalogue. 
The president of the library board of 
directors, Alvin Weiss,, said there was a 
period when the library refused to buy such, 
books as “ Candy” or “ Fanny Hill.” 
“Six or eight months ago, we had a num­ 
ber of requests for these books. We have 
since begun to buy from the best sellers 
list and will buy any book requested. I 
think since the beginning of March we have 
had a broader representation of reading 
m aterial than ever before.” 
“ Candy” and “Fanny Hill” still are not 
on the Pottstown Library shelves,, but the 
librarians say no one has requested them. 
“The volume of three books by Henry 
Miller called ‘Nexus,’ ‘Plexus,’ and ‘Sexus’ 
were requested about a year ago and we 
bought them. They have been here almost a 
whole year and only been signed out twice,” 
Mrs. Gloss said.
